Pearl Harbor 
Anniversary 
To Be Noted

I'earl llurbor Day next Mon­ 
day will be commemorated in 
California by a dramatic dem­ 
onstration to drive home the 
vital need for public knowl­ 
edge ,of protection against ra­ 
dioactive fallout, Harold G. 
Kobinson. Director of the Cali­ 
fornia Disaster Office, an­ 
nounced yesterday.

Nationally, (he 18th anni­ 
versary of Pearl Harbor will bt 
observed as "Civil Defense 
Day."

In California, the theme is: 
Civil Defense Day is Survival 
Day, Robinson said.

"Present-day civil defense, 
as shaped by the nuclear age, 
is totally different from civil 
defense as we knew it. during 
World War II. Civil defense no 
longer means going somewhere 
to help someone else. It means 
finding out what WG can do to 
help ourselves and our fami­ 
lies.

"Every Californian there-1 
fore must learn the prepara­ 
tions he can make now prior 
to a war-caused disaster in 
order to protect himself and 
his family if attack should 
come," he said.
